STEERAGE PASSENGERS STILL TAKEN 


By Vessels Sailing from Hamburg—But the 
Agents of the Lines Say Every Pre- 
caution Ig Taken Against Disease. 


Washington, March 12.—The treasury 
department is officially advised by the 
department of state that steerage traffic 
between European ports and the United 
States which was discontinued on January 
ist last, hag been resunied. 

United States Consul Gardner, at Rot- 
terdam, in a report to the state depart- 
ment, gives a detailed account of the pre- 
cautions taken there to prevent the emigra- 
tion of persons affected with contagious 
disease. He states that all steerage pas- 
sengers are examined by the consular doc- 
tors, their baggage disinfected by consular 
employes, and a certification of both pas- 
senger and baggage made by the consul. 

In addition to the safeguards‘ against 
transmission of disease afforded by the 
local system of examination made imme- 
diately before embarkation, a new hotel, 
designed exclusively for the accommoda- 
tion of steerage and seeond-class passengers 
en route for the United States, has been 
built. This hotel ig known as the ““Nasm,” 
and is owned by the Netherlands Ameri- 
can Company and is solely under their 
management. It contains ail the modern 
conveniences of a first-class hostelry. The 
hotel is located in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the docks. T'nerc are separate 
rooms for families and - singie rsons. 
The beds are like cabin beds on shipboard, 
but larger. The sanitary arrangements 
are of the most modern construction, and, 
as the hotel is located on a square, it is 
light and accessible from all sides. <A 
coffee. room in which only temperance 

are sold at a minimum cost, Is 
also provided 

The entire contro! of this building, ac- 
cording to Dutch laws, is In the hands of 
the commissioner of immigration, although 
tlie United States consul has free excess 
to the buikif=.. A hospital room In a 
building apart from the hotel has also 
been provided, where any disease suspected 
may be at once wholly isolated. 

In addition to these precautions taken 
at the hotel, steerage passengers destined 
for the United States from Rotterdam 
are met by officers and servants of the 
steamship company and by boat are also 
transferred to the hotel adjacent to the 
steamship wharf, there to remain under 
such surveillance as may be necessary un- 
til the steams sailing. Should the need 
at any time arrive, it would be possible to 
quarantine 600 or 800 people in the hotel 
quite as effectually as though they were 
on steamship board. This could not be 
done by the best regulated emigrant board- 
ing house and from a sanitary point of 
view it is decidedly advantageous. 

Consular Gardner states that within the 
past three or four years the rate of steer- 
age sailing from Rotterdam to New York 
has increased in ratio of the added re- 
strictions upon f{mmigration imposed by 
the United States authorities. The rate 
for steerage in 1892 was $20.40. while at 
the present time it is $31.20. The grade 
of persons going in the steerage has also 
shown a percentage of improvement more 
or less closely corresponding to the per- 
centage of increase of cost of passage. 

Hamburg Is Watchful. 


United States Consul Estes at Hamburg 
has submitted a report of the precautions 
that he has adopted against infectious dis- 
eases into the United States by the resump- 
tion of immigration at this point, He states 
that all vessels sailing from Hamburg for 
ports in the United States before they can 
obtain their bill of health must be thoroughly 
disinfected Geoweng, fe the instructions of 
the United States rine hospital service. 
This disifection is superintended by W. 
L. Homann, a Hamburg government sur- 
geon who uses the Hamburg police depart- 
ment seal. Further the crews of vessels 
carrying immigrants are medically examined 
by Dr. omann and Dr. Nash, a deputy of 
Dr. Jenkins, the health officer in New York. 
These physicians issue a joint certificate as 
to this examination. 

passengers not traveling in the saloon 
are medically examined before embarcation 
by Dr. Homann in his capacity as govern- 
ment surgeon and by a physician of the 
steamship company. 

This examination ie made in the presence 
of either the consul or vice consul and a 
certificate to that effect is annexed to the 
passenger manifest of the vessel. — 

Both of the physicians issue a certificate 
besides, which, declares the paseengers to 
be in good health and free from all infec- 
tious diseases. The bill of health, which is 
not delivered to the steamship until all 
of these requirements have been complied 
with, bears across its face in red ink the 
exact number of- cholera cases and deaths 
which have been reported to the Hamburg 
senate cholera commission during the fort- 
heh prevbus to the date of, the bill of

All of the above mentioned documents 
bear the authentication of the United States 
consul. Mr. Estes also states that all pas- 
sengers coming from Russia and Austria- 
Hungary are obliged to observe a quarantine 
of at least six days under police surveil- 
lance before they are permitted to go on 
board ship. 


CARTER INTERVIEWED ABOUT HAWAIl. 


He Says He Is Not Discotraged by the With- 
drawal of the Treaty. 


New York, March 12.—Charles L. Car- 
ter, of the Hawaiian annexation commis- 
sion, who has been in Washington lately, 
spent Sunday in New York. He said he 
was not a bit discouraged by the with- 
drawal of the treaty and was confident that 
the ‘negotiations now in progress would re- 
sult in annexation, When asked what he 
thought of the deposed queen’s statement, 
published last Friday, he said: 

“So far as it refers to Minister ‘Stevens, 
it is absolutely false. He had not been un- 
friendly to or tried to embarrass the Ha- 
waiian government. Qn the other hand, 
his conduct: has been unusually courteous to- 
ward the queen and her representatives.” 

“To you favor the appointment of a com- 
mission to‘investigate Hawaiian affairs?” 

“IT do not think it would be advisable to 
send a commission to Hawaii now. It would 
only delay our negotiations.” 

“Are you in favor of the establishment of 
a protectorate?” 

“I do not see how such a policy would aid 
us any in solving the question. e trouble 
is all internal. The provisional govern- 
ment is now in charge of the business men 
who have taken it in hand, believing that 
it was best for the people on the islands. 
They simply want to maintain the present 
form until some arrangement mutually sat- 
isfactory can be made with the United 
States.

Where Is the Law? 

We commented yesterday upon the un- 
democratic and illogical attitude of The 
- New York World, with respect to the 
so-called gold reserve. The position our 
contemporary assumes is very clearly 
stated. “Whenever there is an apparent 
necessity to trench upon the gold reserve, 
sell bonds for gold with which to make 
it good.” 

The intention here expressed is clearer 
than the phraseology. Since the bonds 
are to be sold, when.there-is even an ap- 
parent necessity to trench upon the re- 
serve, we might inquire what is to be 
made good. But that we shall let. pass. 
There is no occasion to split hairs, when 
gross ignorance stands pleading to be en- 
lightened. We have a question for The 
World that goes to the very bottom of 
the matter, and we trust it will find time 
to answer it. It is true, we have no large 
bopes in that direction. We begged it, 
the other day, to tell us what a redemp- 
tion fund is for, if not to redeem, but it 
has shuffled, and evaded with the state- 
ment we printed yesterday. 

The World says that bonds should be 
issued, even when there.is an apparent 
tendency to trench upon the gold reserve. 
Having given this advice, will The World 
inform us under what law or color of 
law the bonds will be issued? John Sher- 
man said, in the senate the other day, 
that the secretary of the treasury was 
authorized by an act to issue bonds to re- 
plenish the redemption fund, but this 
assertion was false, and Sherman knew 
it was false when he made it. There 
is no such act on the statute book, and 
the secretary of the treasury has no au- 
thority to issue bonds to replenish the 
gold reserve. 

The World and other rampant organs 
of the gold clique persist in saying that 
Mr. Carlisle will issue bonds. If‘they are 
so certain of it, surely they can point to 
the law that authorizes it. This is what 
we ask The World to do, and we hope it 
will go about it without shuffling or 
evasion. It is very important to our con- 
temporary’s side of the argument that it 
should find such a law, and it is of even 
more importance to the banking clique 
- that is clamoring for a bond issue. 

Does The World expect Mr. Carlisle 
to increase the public debt, and thereby 
add to the taxes of the people, without 
the authority of the law? If it does, we 
can tell Editor Pulitzer that his measure- 
ment of the character and integrity of 
, John G. Carlisle is grossly unjust. 

Another fact to which we invite the 
attention of The World is this, that there 
is no provision of the law that requires 
the so-called gold reserve of $100,000,000 
to ba kept intact; and we predict that, 
{f Mr. Carlisle ever takes upon himself 
the necessity of issuing bonds, it will be 
when the reserve fund ‘shows signs of 
petering out. And that will.be ample 
time. Only dire necessity should force 
the*democratic administration to increase 
the public debt and add to the burthens 
of taxation. / 


European War Funds. 

The Paris correspondent of The New 
York Herald *is authority for the state- 
ment that five of the leading Puropean 
powers have locked up the sum of six 
thousand, five hundred and twenty-five 
million francs fors war purposes. 

Germany was the first couritry to start 
m resurve fund for this purpose, and she 
now has one thousand, five hundred mil- 
lion francs. France has two billion francs, 
and Russia has two thousand, one hun- 
dred and twenty-five million francs. 
Even Austria and Italy have large sums 
in their war chests. 

None of this money can be touched 
except in the’event of war, and the effort 

‘ts being made to swell the amounts now 
on hand. This immense accumulation of 
wealth igs a constant menace to the 
world’s peace, and it goes without saying 
that it will be used some day for the 
destruction of human life, with the re- 
sult very likely of changing the entire 
map of Europe. The substitution of 
arbitration for the methods of force 
seems to be as far off as ever. We are 
to have wars and rumors of war for 
many generations to come. The eastern 
question is yet to be settled, and France 
and Germany must again try conclusions 
before they will settle down for a long 
period of peace. 

It is enough to make enlightened 
Christians sick at heart when they survey 
the situation and note all these prepara- 
tions for bloodshed. If all these millions 
were devoted to peaceful objects, the 
dream of abolishing poverty would come 
very near being realized. 
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Taine on Napoleon. 

Since the death of Taine, the French 
historian, there is a revival of public in- 
ogy in his. remarkable study of Napo- 

n. 

Taine. pictured the great Corsican as 
an unscrupulous Italian of the worst 
type—a belated Borgia—a cold and sel- 
fish monster whose wonderful intellect 
enabled him to dominate the masses and 
concelye and execute plans of the most 
stupendous magnitude. He attempted a 
close analysis of Napoleon's mind and 
character and based his conclusions very 
largely upon the laws of heredity as ex- 
— in the life and conduct of a na- 

on. 

With all his brilliant ability, the histo- 
rian. was the slave of his favorite theo- 
ries and fads, To sustain his ideas of 
heredity he did not hesitate to put the 
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Taine’s estimate of the emperor will not 
do. It is not the outcome of genuine his- 
tory. It is simply the guess work of a 
man who was misled by his scientific the- 
ories. The theories may have been 
sound, but they were wrongly applied. 


Village Farming. 

Thé Constitution began yesterday the 
publication of a series of letters from Pro- 
fessor H. C. White, of the State univer- 
sity, on the present agricultural condition 
of Georgia and the methods by which it 
may be improved. Professor White has 
already challenged the attention of the 
thoughtful men of the state by his ad- 
dress delivered. before the Georgia Agri- 
cultural Society, and the letters which he 
will contribute to our columns from week 
to week will still further arouse the in- 
terest of those who perceive that a 


conditions which oppress our farmers and 
retard their progress. 

The Constitution has printed, from 
time to time, many matters of interest 
and importance relative to our farmers 
and their work, but we may safely ven- 
ture to say that it has never printed a 
serial of more absorbing and abounding 
practical interest than that which Pro- 
fessor White is preparing for its columns, . 
the first-installment of which we printed 
yesterday. 

The remedy which Professor White pro- 
poses has never before been discussed in 


its relations to the farmers of Georgia 


and the south. It is essentially new, and 
yet it is simple. It goes to the very root 
of the matter, and, in its practical aspects, 
appeals as keenly to capitalists who have 
money to put in a safe investment as to 
farmers who desire to improve the con- 
ditions by which they are surrounded, 
who desire to be brought in social contact 
with their neighbors, and who desire to 
see their children reap the advantages 
that are to be found in the communal 
System, 

Professor White proposes to change the 
environment of the farmer by planting 
about him the new conditions that are 
necessary in this age to his enjoyment of 
life and to the realization of profits sub- 
stantial enough to repay him for his 
toil. Professor White’s letters are -not 
addressed exclusively to the farmers, but 
to those who have capital to invest, and 
to all who would profit by an improve 
ment of our agricultural Conditions, and 
‘by an enhancement in the value of our 
farm lands. In short, Professor White's 
letters will appeal to the thoughtful 
public, i 
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A Point in Journalism. 

The Boston Herald has a strong and 
sensible editorial in reply to a corres 
pondent who protested against its report 
of the recent prize fight in New Orleans. 

In explaining matters to its correspond- 
ent, The Herald declares that the interest 
in prize fights is very general. It is not 
confined to the rough element, but per- 
vades every class It was noticed, after 
the great Sullivan-Corbett fight, that the 
next morning, on the street cars in Bos- 
ton, every man of position, wealth and cul- 
ture, as well as persons belonging to the 
middle classes, turned first to the report 
of the contest. 

Now, @ great newspaper recognizes the 
fact that human nature is interested in 
all contests, mental and physical. History 
is mainly devoted to contests between 
governments, and they are generally 
armed conflicts. The struggle between 
governments f§ only a struggle between 
individuals on a large scale. 

Trials of strength and skill are bound 
to interest the people, and they are 
anxious to read of battles, prize fights, 
political and legal strife, rowing, football 
and baseball matches and lawn-tennis 
tournaments. How can a great news 
paper leave out such matters? It cannot 
do it, unless it proposes to content itself 


ignore the news of the day without 
ceasing to be a newspaper. The old ob- 
jection that reports of prize fights, crimes, 
etc., are demoralizing to the young is 
simply stuff and nonsense. The young- 
sters hear worse things at school and on 
the streets than they will ever find in the 
newspapers. If parents are afraid to 
have their children read certain news- 
paper articles, they should look over their 
journals before placing them in the 
hands of children of tender age. They 
should remember that newspapers are 
printed for grown people, and not for 
little toddlers. °

A Railroad to Europe. 


If an all-rail route from this country 
to Europe ever becomes an accomplished 
fact, it will be some time in the very dis- 
tant future, but the preliminary survey 
from Vancouver to Behring strait shows 
that the project is feasible. 

That Behring strait can be bridged in 
its shallowest and narrowest part is said 
to be possible by eminent engineers, and 
it is estimated that the railroad across 
Alaska would nat cost more than $23,000 
a mile. But would such an enterprise 
pay? The discomfort of a short sea 
voyage would be far preferable to a rail- 
road trip of several weeks’ duration 
through such bleak countries as Alaska 
and Siberia. As The New York Sun 
puts it; 

Any American going to Europe for business 
or pleasure would not be likely to choose the 
all-rail route unléss he traveled on a pass. 
He would be far longer on the way, and would 
travel for half the earth’s circumference 
through the most monotoaous, and, in part 
the bleakest of countries. If he were bound 
on a pilgrimage to the tomb of Tamberlane. 
in Central Asia, he could reach it, going east. 
in three weeks. Three weeks froin this city 
by the proposed all-rail route would find our 
tourist still in the depths of Siberia, and seren 
nore days would elapse before he saw even 
the eastern frontier of Russia in Europe. 

For strategetical reasons the Chinese are 
disposed to regard with favor the project for 
a railroad through Manchuria to the Russian 
frontier, and it was reported a year ago that 
work had actually been begun at the southern 
end of the line. The road may be built some 
day and joined to the trans-Siberian line. But 
what American merchant or tourist, save in 
exceptional cases, would dream of swinging 
around this gigantic and uninviting circle to 
reach the ports of China? : 

Under the circumstances, it is a matter 
of surprise that capitalists should spend 
their money on a survey of no practical 
value to them. The scheme is altogether 
in the air, so far as thig generation is 


concerned.

A Home Provided for Her for the Present 
Until Something Can iBe Done—Her 
Mother and Father Are Gone. 


Left by Her 


A minute after the Georgia Pacific: train 
pulled into the union depot yesterday morn- 
ing a little girl, wearing a red dress with 
cap to match and carrying a small bundle 
under her arm, walked timidly out upon the 
sidewalk alongside “the depot building and 
gazed desparingly around her. 

She seemed about to burst into tears-when 
Patrolman Harper walked up and spoke tu 
her, She told the kindly officer that her 
name was Mollie Arris and that she fa 
no home, but was looking for her mother. 
She handed the officer a letter addressed to 
Chief Connolly, which awas from . Mayor 
G. Kh. Hutchens, of Tallapoosa. 

Patorlman Harper escorted the little girl 
to police headquarters, where she reported 
her short, sad story to Sergeant Jennings, 
She said that she was eight years old and 
that her father and mother were both liv- 
ing, but where they were no one knew. 
They had lived at Tallapoosa, where her 
father was engaged in the book agent bus- 
iness. He and her mother quarrelled and 
a separation ensued. The mother came to 
Atlanta and the father went somewhere 
else. She was left with the family of Mr.

Two Young White Men Fall Out, and 
One Receives Terrible Wounds 
WHICH MAY RESULT.IN HIS DEATH. 


His Assailant Locked Up, Charged with In- 
tent to Murder—Different Stories 


Told by the Young Men. 


A drunken row over a game of cards be- 
tween two young men may result in the 
death of Ben Marshall, a young man 
twenty-one years old, who lives with his 
widowed mother at 25 Lucy street. 

In the row Marshall received two dan- 
gerous stabs which the physicians who are 
attending him regard as exceedingly dan- 
gerous. The knife which inflicted the prob- 
ably fatal wounds was handled by Richard 
Johnson, a young man about Marshall’s 
own age, who resides with his parents on 
Edgewood avenue. Johnson is now a pris- 
oner at the police station under a charge of 
assault: with intent to murder. 

The fight occurred in the woods near 
Edgewood late Saturday night, and Johnson 
was arrested on the Air-Line railroad early 
yesterday’ morning by Sergeant Brenning 
and Patrolmen Marshall and Heard. It is 
supposed that he was fixing to skip when 
arrested. 

Different stories are told of the difficulty 
by Johnson and Marshall. After being cut 
Marshall was allowed to make a statement 
of how the row started to Patrolman Har- 
ris, as it was thought that his wounds 
would prove fatal. 

Marshall told Officer Harris that Johnson, 
Dock Chosewood, Doctor Snyder and him- 
self went out to the open field near Edge- 
wood Saturday night, carrying with them 
a light luncheon, plenty of liquid refresh- 
ments, etc., intending to have a time of it. 
They established themselves on the ground 
and began playing “noses,” a game at cards 
in which the winner has the privilege of 
slapping his vanquished opponent on the 
nose. ‘They played for quite a time, drink- 
ing and eating between games, and the time 
passed merrily away. Game after game 
was played, and midnight drew near al- 
most before they were aware of its ap- 
proach. By this time they were pretty full 
of whisky and were in pugilistic moods. 

It appears that Marshall was the winner 
in one game and he took advantage of the 
privilege of the victor by giving young John- 
son & smart blow across the olfactory ap- 
paratus. The blow wag a stinging one and 
angered Johnson. He resented it by strik- 
ing Marshall in return. Then Marshall 
struck Johnson with a small hickory stick. 

The blow incensed Johnson terribly, and, 
drawing his knife, he made a furious lunge 
at Marshall. He drove the blade deep into 
the young man’s breast, and pulling out 
the crimson, dripping instrument he made 
a second plunge at him and drove it in 

in, 

They were separated and Johnson left. 
Chosewood and Snyder were left alone with 
the injured man. They picked him up and 
started with him to the city. It was near 
midnight when they reached the city, and 
Drs. Johnson and Murphey were called. 
They found Marshall wounded badly in two 
places. One cut is on the left side immedi- 
ately beneath the scapula. It is a gash 
about three inches long. The left lung is 
cut for about the length of half an inch. 
The other wound is about an in@h above the 
left hip, and is about two and a half inches 
long. The physicians consider the wounds 
as being extremely dangerous. 

Johnson says that they were playing 
cards, but there was no game of noses. 
Marshall got mad about something and 
struck him and threatened him with a 
knife. They had two difficulties. He says 
they were drinking and that he has no ill 
feeling against the injured man. Marshall 
is employed in The Constitution mailing 
rooms, and is known as a very industrious 
young man. He has no father, and lives 
with his widowed mother on Licy street. 
Johnson has no regular employment. His 
father is a collector. Marshall’s condifion 
is regarded as very serious by Drs. Mur- 
phey and Johnson. |
